a Complete Success. 


Oranite, Ore.—To Elmer Thornburg 


nnd J. W. Tabor of this place proba- 
bly belongs tlie distinction of being 
the llrst parties to travel over the 
deep snows of the Hluo mountains 
with horses equipped with snowshoes. 
Their llrst venture in this way of trav- 
eling was so uucccssful that hereafter 
for such trips they will uso horses in- 
stead of carrying heavy packs on 
their backs. 


The trip was to the Hen Harrison 


mine, about 15 miles from this place, 
in tho Greenhorn mountains. The road 
for six or seven miles this side of tho 
mine is buried wider several foot of 
snow.

•neuld quote In his aitrertlieinent 
should show the public that be Is 
giving bargains; they should b« priced 
that would compare favorably wltb tbe 
prices of the mail-order catalogues, 
and he should impress It upon the 
public that he not only shows them 
what they are buying before they pay 
for it, but that the purchaser has no 
freight to pay, and does not have to 
wait an interminable time for tbe 
goods be buys, as when ordering of 
the mail order houses. 


It is specific advertising that draws. 


The advertiser who describes In de- 
tail the goods he has to sell, and 
quotes the price he auks for it will 
attract the favorable attention of the 
public far more often than the one 
who deals only in generalities. It ia 
this'kind of advertising that pays. It 
is this kind of advertising that ia at- 
tracting the dollars from the smaller 
cities and towns and farms to the mall 
order houses of the city.

Seeming Conflict Between Election Or. 


. dlnanee and Oklahoma Law. 


Guthrie, Okla., Aug. 11.—At the re- 


quest of Chan. H. FtlBon, Secretary of 
Okltimoma Territory, an Investigation 
was commenced yesterday by Attorney 
General W. O. Cromwell and his first 
assistant, Fred .1. Elkins, In regard to 
a conflict between the election ordi- 
nance as drawn by the constitutional 
convention, and the Oklahoma Terri- 
torial election laws, which the enabl- 
ing act makes applicable to the elec- 
tion for ratifying 
or rejecting 
the 


constitution. 


The main point to decide as a result 


of this conflict is the payment of the 
election expenses. 
The election ordi- 


nance provides that the Territorial 
Elctlon Board, composed of Governor 
Prantz, ex-officio; 
Judge C. A. Gal-

Threadglll of Oklahoma City, republi- 
can, shall make all the prepertatlona 
for the election, furnishing all the bal- 
lots, booths and all election furnish- 
ings.

CANDY CUJIE FOB DRINK. 


Scientists Say Appetite for Sweets and 


Alcohol are Similar. 


Philadelphia, P., Aug. 11.—Dr. A. C. 


Abbott, chief of the bureau of health 
has announced that he believes that 
the appetite for candy and alcohol are 
fundamentally the same, and by a de- 
velopment of a candy taste people 
could be fortified against a craving 
for rum, and that, in pursuance of his 
theory,1 he had been feeding his three 
children each day on a regular allow- 
ance of sweets. 


Dr. Chalmers de Costa of Jefferson 


college supported Dr. Abbott's theory 
and said that he had found that blonde 
persons usually had a candy craving, 
while brunettes longed 
for atcobol. 


This was because the latter were more 
vital. It has also been discovered that 
within recent years women eat lees 
candy and consume more alcohol. The 
reverse Is true of men. Dr. Abbott said: 


"Both sugar and alcohol are carbo- 


hydrates, with the same organic mole* 
cilles, differing only In arrangement, 
and I believe that both administer to 
the same organic craving. American 
men are rapidly developing a taste for 
sweets.

•neuld quote In his a<twU»Aent 
should Bhow the public thfct be Is 
giving bargains; they should b« priced 
that would compare favorably with the 
prices of the mail-order catalogues, 
and he should Impress It upon the 
public that he not only shows them 
what they are buying before they pay 
for it, but that the purchaser has no 
freight to pay, and does not have to 
wait an interminable time for the 
goods be buys, as when ordering of 
the mail order houses. 


It Is specific advertising that draws. 


The advertiser who describes In de- 
tail the goods he has to sell, and 
quotes the price he asks for it will 
attract the favorable attention of the 
public far more often than the one 
who deals only In generalities. H ia 
this kind of advertising that pays. It 
is this kind of advertising that ia at- 
tracting the dollars from the smaller 
cities and towns and farms to the mall- 
order houses of the city. It is this

Scenting Conflict Between Election Or. 


. dlnanee and Oklahoma Law. 


Guthrie, Okla., Aug. 11.—At the re- 


quest of Chas. H. FHson, Secretary of 


was commenced yesterday by Attorney j 
General W. O. Cromwell and his first 
assistant, Fred J. Elklns, In regard to 
a conflict between the election ordi- 
nance as drawn by the constitutional 
convention, and the Oklahoma Terri- 
torial election laws, which the enabl- 
ing act makes applicable to the elec- 
tion for ratifying 
or rejecting 
the 


constitution. 


The main point to decide as a result 


of this conflict is the payment of the 
election expenses. 
The election ordi- 


nance provides that the Territorial 
Elctlon Board, composed of Governor 
Prantz, ex-offlclo; 
Judge C. A. Gal- 


braith of Ada, democrat, and John A. 
Threadgill of Oklahoma City, republi- 
can, shall make all the prepertatlons 
for the election, furnishing all the bal- 
lots, booths and all election furnish- 
ings.

Abbott, chief of the bureau of health 
has announced that he believes that 
the appetite for candy and alcohol are 
fundamentally the same, and by a de- 
velopment of a candy taste people 
could be fortified against a craving 
for rum, and that, In pursuance of his 
theory, he had been feeding his three 
children each day on a regular allow- 
ance of sweets. 


Dr. Chalmers de Costa of Jefferson 


college supported Dr. Abbott's theory 
and said that he had found that blonde 
persons usually had a candy craving, 
while brunettes longed for alcohol. 
This was because the latter were more 
vital. It has also been discovered that 
within recent years women eat less 
candy and consume more alcohol. The 
reverse Is true of men. Dr. Abbott said:
